FACTS, PLEASE? 
Issue has been taken with | 
a OCF campaign claim that| 
ut Lindsay to the effect that 
seven of the town's*13 fact-| 
are closed. There are | 
evidently grounds for con- 
testing the accuracy of the 
figures cited but there can be 
no quarrel with an observa- 
tion to the effect that Lind- 
say’s industrial situation has 
changed considerably in re- 
cent years. 

In any assessment of the 
town's industrial potential it 
would be necessary to re- 
member that while some in- 
dustries have closed out, 
others have opened up. For 
example a few years ago the 
town lost the Industrial Al- 
cohol plant, ... it has sub- 
seen Horn Bros. 
Woollen Co. Ltd. suspend op- 
erations, Knitters Ltd. curtail 
output, National Grocers Ltd. 
close its doors, Kawartha | 
Lumber, Co.’s mill close, 
Henry Boat Works and Juv- 
enile Furniture Co. close out 
operations, Allen and Han- 
burys Ltd. and subsequently 
Chateo Steel Co. Ltd., leave 
Lindsay, to mention some of 
the industrial cut-backs or 
close-outs which have occur- 
red recently. On the other 
side of the ledger Lindsay has 
acquired some new plants to 
compensate in some degree 
for its losses. We think of 
Visking Ltd., Dominion Brake 
Shoe Co., Varcum Chemical 
Co., C. D. Newbigging Ltd., 
Lindsay Manufacturing Co., 
Lindsay Paper Box Co. Ltd. 
and perhaps others not re-}| 
callable at the moment. 

In considering Lindsay’s 
industrial situation, it would 
be very interesting to know 
exactly what effect the var- 
ious industrial changes have 
really had on the town’s em- 
ployment factor. Are there 
fewer people employed in 
Lindsay now than there were, 
say 10 years ago when the 
industrial shuffle began, or 
is the situation about the 
same but aggravated by a 
greater available number of 
employable people? If these 
figures were available we 
might have something con- 
erete upon which to form an 
opinion. Can anyone supply 
them?

GREGG ENDORSES

Gregg made his remarks in a 
speech at the convention. 

He said both the T-L-C, whica 
has 600-thousand members, and 
the C-C-L, which has 400-thousand 
are doing a good thing in decid- 
ing, as he put it, “to let the sun go 
down on ancient wraths.” 

The minister told the convention 
he isn’t one of those who fears the 
results of the merger. He said he 
had no doubt that, when merged, 
the two organizations® will retain 
what he called their same high re- 
gard for our democratic forms and 
principles,

Mr. Day pulled his car off the road 
onto the soft shoulder. 

Because of the condition of the 
shoulder of the road, the car flip- 
ped end over end into the ditch. 
When it finally came to rest and 
damage was assessed, it was found 
that Mrs. Day had suffered an in- 
jury from a fish-hook, and the 
car was damaged to an extent of 
$450. 

Mrs. Day was taken to RMH for 
treatment to her injury, and releas- 
ed shortly after. 

The accident was investigated by 
Constable Harvey Cook of the Lind- 
say OPP, who reports that no charg- 
es will be laid. 

Incidently the accident occurred 
in approximately the same location 
as that which injured the passen- 
gers in a car driven by a Lindsay 
druggist just one week ago. Police 
report that this is a straight stretch 
of roadway, but that it has deceiv- 
ing aspects, such as the yery 
soft shoulders, which can quickly 
throw a car out of control. 


In Town | Water 


In reply to a few comments that 
have been made lately with regard 
to the brownish colour of Lindsay’s 
water supply, the superintendent 
of the Boarg of Water Commis- 
sioners, R, J. Reynolds, has re- 
leased an official statement. 

Mr. Reynolds says that for about 
| a week, the water in Lindsay had 
developed a slight discolouration, 
which was due to technical diffi- 
culties that arose at the pump- 
house. However, he states that 
thi; has had no effect on the purity 
of the water or the taste, as it is 
thoroughly filtered. For the bene- 
fit of the housewives, Mr. Reynolds 
assures them that the colour of 
the water would not effect their 
laundry in any way, as the 
colour itself wag not strong enough. 

The superintendent stated that 
the difficulty has now been recti- 
fieg and that the Lindsay water 
supply has returned to its normal 
colour.

has been recounted for “The Post” 
by Mr. Frank Buhagiar, who lives 
at 32 Ridout St., in Linasay, 


On his way to Toronto on Fri- 
day night to visit some friends, he 
was aboard the ill-fated bus that 
collideq with the rear of a car that 
had stopped on the highway at 
West Hill, an easterly suburb of 
the city. There were three other 
passengers on the bus, Miss Susan 

Wilford, also of Lindsay, and two 
Toronto girls who haq been visit- 
ing in town, None on the bus were 
injured. 

Mr. Buhagiar said that he had 
been seated in the fourth seat 
on the right side of the big bus. 
“T would have been in the front 
seat beside the driver,” he said, | 
“put I was carrying a new electric 
razor ang thought that it might be 
jarred if I sat over the front 
wheels,” 

He declared that he isn’t too sure 
of what happened, as he-had been 
dozing, and then was suddenly 
jarred awake. He has nothing but 
the highest of praise for the driver 
of the bus, Wray Hinan of Toronto, 
who is known in Lindsay, having 
been on the Toronto-Lindsay run 
for some time. 

The driver was really wonder- 
ful,” said Mr. Buhagiar. “Follow- 
ing the accident, and the outbreak 
of the fire. he took complete 
control of the situation. and 
quietly guideq his passengers to 
the rear emergency exit of the 
pus. He showed his training by 


being calm and faking the proper | 


action ar the heighth of the con- 
fusion.” 

Mr. Buhagiar says the driver 
quickly manipulated the emergency 
door, and .assisteg his passengers 
to the ground, helping them with 
their luggage, before he stepped out 
of danger’s path himself. 

Newsmen who arrived on the 
scene of the disaster brought cof- 
fee to the shaken bus passengers, 
and they were later taken, with 
the bus driver, by. Whitby Police 
to the station for questioning. At 
about 5.30 am., Colonial Coach 
Lines officials took them on to 
Toronto. 2 

Mr. Buhagiar says he “feels 
terrible about the poor people in 
the car that wags struck by the bus.” 
He felt that if more people had 
been on the bus, the results could 
have been even more tragic. 

He said that he had been on his 
way to Toronto to attend a chris- 
tening in St. Paul's Maltese Church 
of the twin babies of friends. He 
stated that he didn't miss the cere- 
mony, and still had his gift intact, 
having bought it in Lindsay, and 
saved it from the burning bus. 

Mr, Buhagiar came to Lindsay 
four years ago from Malta, where 
he experienced the enemy bomb- 
ing raids during the War. “I was 
never so scared during the bombing 
as I was that night,”’ be exclaimed 

He is an employee the 
Brinton-Peterboro Carpet Com- 
pany in Lindsay.

Tractor’s Worn Out, 


Weeds Are 
Council In 


After an hour-and-a-half dis- 
cussion on the matter, members 
of lLindsay’s Council decided to 


call for tenders to secure a private 
operator to handle the cutting of 


the weeds in town at a fixed 
hourly rate, and if the proper 
tender cannot be secured by 


Friday, the chairman is authorized 
to purchase a new tractor for the 
town that will do the job required. 

As Weeg Inspector, Reeve Ri- 
chard Butler reported to Council 
that the present tractor is un- 
serviceable, but that he had been 
able to secure the services of an 
employee of the Board of Works 
who would purchase his own 
tractor and equipment. operate for 
30 hours a week on his own time. 
at the rate of $3.25 per hour. Town 
Engineer J. N. Timberlake stated 
that it would cost about $300 to

Is Lindsay Backward 
In School Traffic 
Safety Measures? 

There are several centres 10 
Canada where schools have 
worked out a system within 
themselves, and in coopera- 
tion with police, for the pro- 
tection of school children en 
route to or from school. The 
idea is basically that the sen- 
ior students shall act in a 
protective capacity to the 
younger ones and from re- 
ports received from centres 
where the sytem is in effect, 
it works very well. 
a new arrangement but it is 
one which, despite its appar- 
ent value, Lindsay has been 
reluctant to adopt and par- 
ents are left to fuss, fume and 
worry about the welfare of 
the children making their way 
to and from their schools, ex- 
cept at major crossing points 
nearest the school where 
guards are stationed, 

This subject was brought 
to mind while reading a re- 
port concerning the need for 
a separate school guard 
which came out of this week’s 
meeting of Lindsay’s Council. 
While we feel that school 
guards at the more strategic 
points are a good idea, it so 
often happens that children 
are careful at points of great- 
est known danger but tend to 
become lax at other points 
where danger, while not so 
evident, still exists. The 
idea of giving senior students 
some responsibility in seeing 
that the younger ones get 
safe passage appeals. It 
does three things: (a) makes 
older children more conscious 
of the need for traffic safety 
and (b) sets a good example 
for the younger ones at a lev- 
el at which they are more apt 
to take notice of than if it 
came from their elders for 
whose advice many children 
have some degree of disdain, 
expressed or otherwise and 
(c) gives some measure of 
control all along the way 
from home to school and back 
again. 

Is Lindsay being backward 
by not adopting such a sys- 
tem, particularly when its 
success is known in other 
places and especially in this 
day when traffic is one of our 
major considerations?

RE FRIDAY PARKING. 

First of all, Alderman J. A. Har- 
rigan wanted to point out that he 
wished to make it clear .hat he is 
not Chairman of the Police Com- 
mittee. He was referring to the 
fact that his comments regarding 
“no leniency for Friday night park- 
ing” meant that he intended that 
parking regulations should be en- 
forced for everybody, and not to ex- 
clude a certain few, whose cars 
might be known to police, or to 
those who may have influential po- 
sitions.

THE DOG PROBLEM 

Alderman Lamb told Council that 
something should be done about the 
dogs that are running loose in 
Lindsay, annoying people, digging 
up gardens, and in some cases, bit- 
ing people. He said that there have 
been considerable complaints about 
this coming from the East Ward. 

Alderman Maidens said that even 
though there is a by-law which pro- 
hibits dogs from running loose, they 
do get away once in a while. He 
said that it had been suggested by 
the Chief that the dog by-law be 


thoroughly ,enforced during June, 
July, and August, when the dogs 
are more liable to become trouble= 
“some, but he asked, what about the 
other nine months? 


“Dogs were never made to be 
tied up,” he said, “but we've got 
them and it’s a problem. Most 
dogs are kept under control, and 
the police department could be keps 
busy all the time chasing stray 
dogs. No matter how many remind- 
ers the dog-owners are given about 
the law, there are still those who 
don’t care.” 

Alderman McCrae asked, “what 
about the dog that gets vicious and 
bites someone? What can we do 
about stopping this?” There was 
no answer to this question, and the 
matter was dropped. 

RE PARKING LOTS 

As chairman of the Police Com- 
mittee, Alderman Bruce Maidens 
had a few comments to make re- 
garding a story appearing in Mon- 
day’s “Post” with suggestions for 
off-the-street parking in Lindsay, 
specifically the area behind the 
stores on the north side of Kent 
between Cambridge and William. 

Mr. Maidens said that the area 
is checkerboarded with ‘right-of- 
ways” and that if it were to be used, 
it would require fencing, paying, en- 
trances and exits, the tearing down 
of some burnt-out houses on Cam-

Impressions 
of Capitol 


An LCI Honour Student, Lorraine 
Coppins of Cameron who recently 
returned from Ottawa following 
a trip under the sponsorship of 
Lindsay Rotary Club and their 
“Adventure In Citizenship” pro- 
gram, addressed the members at 
their recent meeting and outlined 
what she had seen, done, and 
heard. She says in part: 

“you gentlemen are giving the 
students of this area a wonderful 
opportunity to see our Canadian 
Democratic Government at work. 
It was a thrill for me to sit in the 
Gallery of the House of Commons 
and see a picture from my history 
book come alive, to see the Prime 
Minister, the Cabinet, the Opposi- 
tion, ang witness history in the 
making. I would like to thank 
you for the honour and privilege 
of being the student to take part 
in this year’s Adventure in Citi- 
zenship. I hope ang will try with 
God's help to be a better citizen 
of this community and nation. I 
would like to tell you about some 
of the things I saw and did in 
Ottawa so perhaps I should start 
at the beginning. 

“Sunday afternoon May 15, 
students from Haliburton, Minden 
Fenelon Falls, and myself left 
Cameron at 3:00 with Mr. Hodgson 
who drove us to ang from Ottawa 
and was very kind to us during our 
stay. 

“We were met at the Union 
Station where the Ottawa Rotari- 
aNs were waiting to greet us. We 
received envelopes which contain- 
ed printeg programs and all the 
information concerning our stay. 

“Some students were housed at 
a tourist court, some in private 
homes, some in the Lord Elgin 
Hotel and some in the Y.M. and

“Mr. Roevatt, our discussion 
leader had a list of the business 
which was to be dealt with in the 
House of Commons that afternoon 


so he explained it to us and made 
it easier for us to understand what 
we were {o see that afternoon. 

“We had luncheon in the Ball- 
room of the Chateau Laurier. We 
were seated from East to West so 
those students from the PET, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
were at the east end and those 
from British Columbia were at the 
West end of the room, There were 
three Rotarians and three stu- 
dents at each table, 

“The speaker at this luncheon 
was the Hon. J, W. Pickersgill, 
Minister of Citizenship and Im- 
migration and M.P. from New- 
foundland.

Sight for Sweet Teeth 


Unique Showvan Attracts 
Spectator Interest Here 


A most unfamiliar sight made its 
appearance on Kent St. Tuesday, in 
the shape of a truck and trailer. Not 
that a truck and trailer is a strange 
sight, but this one was unique. 

The vehicle was the display van 
of the George W. Horner Co., candy 
manufacturers of England, which 
has been touring Canada since 
leaving Vancouver on March 7th, 

The “Showvan”, ‘as it is termed, 
traverses three centuries in its Style 
and content, with a typical Tudor 
exterior, to a display of candies and 
packaging “as modern as a minute.” 
The van has not come to Lindsay 
in an effort to sell any products 
specifically, it has come, as the dis- 
trict representative for the Horner 
Co. Ted Crossfield says, to promote 
goodwill. The vehicle is a Bedford, 
and the van has been custom made 
for this tour, containing descriptive 
displays of candy manufacturing, 
as Well as hot and cold running wat- 
er, a luxurious private office, roof 
windows, indirect lighting, refrig- 
eration, and many other comforts 
rarely expected to be seen in any 
vehicle. 

Its exterior is styled in “Olq Eng- 
lish” with leaded casement win- 
dows, awnings, and a display of 
pennants from all the cities and 
towns visited on the tour. 

When the unique vehicle parked 
on Kent St. in front of Graham's 
Bakery, crowds soon gathered to sea 
what “was up” and were quickly 
invited to step inside and view the 
interior as well as enjoy some of 


the candies manufactured by the 
Horner Co, 


Greeting the guests was Miss Bar- 
bara Hopps, who is acting as host= 
ess on the 20,000 mile tour, and tell- 
ing all who might be interested, in 
the history of the company, and the 
story of her Canadian tour thus far. 

Miss Hopps told “The Post” thet 

e “Showvan" was shipped from 
England in January, through the 
Panama Canal to Vancouver, where 
it was assembled. There she and her 
driver, Bill Thompson joined it, af— 
ter having arrived from England 
by air, She said that from Van- 
couver, they haye been stopping at 
all major cities and towns, giving 
out samples, and inviting people to 
tour through the unique trailer. She 
also pointed out that the press 
throughout the Dominion “has been 
very kind to us.” She said it was 
her first trip to Canada, and she 
expects that by now she has seen 
more of the country than the ayer- 
age Canadian has. 

The caravan arrived in Lindsay 
Tuesday after spending Monday in 
Peterborough. Wednesday they 
will visit Port Hope, then Cobourg. 
They will complete their tour east 
at Quebec, where they will doubdls 
back to Niagara Falls, and trom 
there on to New York City. They 
expect to have completed the tour 
by October 8th, when the elaborate 
Showvan will be crated and shipped 
back to Enland, until it is used once 
again for another good-will tour 
elsewhere on the globe.

These Roads 
Will Not Help 
The Tourist Trade 


During the election some 
references were made to the 
condition of the roads in this 
district. There was a feel- 
ing that the allegations may 
have been exaggerated at that 
time and people were inclined 
to be tolerant of the situation 
pending developments ... - 
But it is now almost July, the 
tourist season is upon us, and 
the roads are as bad as ever. 

Highway No. 7 west of 
Lindsay is in a horrible mess 
and the last mile or so lead- 
ing into town is a poor adver- 
tisement for the district. On 
the Powles’ Corner cut-off 
road north of Cameron we 
counted 17 “bump” signs, on 
Thursday and jolted over sev- 
eral heaved sections of road 
which, while minus “bump” 
signs, were deserving of such 
recognition. 


There is a negligible a 
mount of road work in pro 
gress in Victoria County at 
this time and both county and 
province seem to be slower 
than usual this year in get- 
ting around to repairing the 
damage wrought by winter. 
This seems inconsistent with 
reports of excess manpower 
and an almost perfect seasou 
since spring 1955 blossomed 
forth. There may be some 
yery good reason why more 
work is not in progress but 
in the meantime summer 
travellers are going to be 
more interested in good roads 
than in reasons why they are 
so bad.

Cyclists, “Walkers 
Are Also Affected 


Motorists, bicyclists, and  pe- 
destrians in Ontario will be find- 
ing that the Province has taken 
| into consideration the increasing 
number of vehicles on the roads, 
and the higher rates of speeq for 


modern-day travel, and therefore 
have imposed several newe laws 
under the Highway Traffic Act. 
As‘ an amendment to the Act, 


a bill was passed at the 5th session 
of the Ontario Legislature, which 
has just gone into effect, and 
according’ to the OPP at Lindsay, 
apparently many are unaware of 
some of the changes and are in- 
advertently breaking the law. ‘The 
OPP have stated that they are now 
charging those who violate the 
new amendments. 
Lights 

It was amended in the Act that 
lights on motor vehioles shall 
clearly indicate to the operator 
of that vehicle any person or ve- 
hicle n the road ahead for a dis- 
| tance of 300 feet. This increases | 
| the required visibility maximum 
| from 200 feet, and, according to 
the OPP, rules out the old style of 
headlights, Sealeg Beam head- 
lights on cars are now the only 


e 
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types that are legal. 

The new amendments provide 
some changes in the operation of | 
bicycles at night. A white or am- 
ber light must be carried on the 
front, and a red light or reflector | 
on the rear, But, . . the front 
forks of the bicycle must have 
placed on them white reflective 
material, and on the back thereof, 
req reflective material, covering an 
area not less than 10 inches, 

Farm tractors are now required 
to carry the same lighting arrange- 
ment as cars, and every vehicle,

A new amendment regarding the 
sale of useg cars provides a safety 
measure and a greater sense of 
security to the purchaser.

Get-away Car Wrecked, 
Meters Are Recovered 


An inauthorized attempt to re- 
move Lindsay's controversial park- 
ing meters has ended {n failure. 

Two men were arrested early 
Monday morning and charged with 
theft of four parking meters fol- 
lowing a hectic chase through 
Lindsay and north of town by the 
Lindsay PD and two OPP cruisers. 

The two men were a 24-year-old 
Toronto man and a 16-year-old 
Marmora youth who were employed 
by a construction company working 
locally. Their car was badly dam- 
aged in the chase, and although 
they fled the scene of the accident, 
they were rounded up by police and 
lodged in the County Gaol 

According to police, Constable 


in a doorway near the intersection 
of Kent and William about 2 am. 
when he observed a person pulling 
back and forth on a parking meter 
about half a block west of where 
he was standing. As the officer 
proceeded to walk towards the man 
to tell him to cease abusing the 
meter, much to hig surprise he saw 
the man lift the meter out of 
the cément and toss it in the back 
of a car. The men then jumped in 
the vehicle and it sped away. 

P.C, Hysert then ran to the police 
office, where the town cruiser was 
dispatched and the Lindsay OPP 
notified 5 : 

According to police reports; a 
few minutes later, an OPP cruiser 
attempted to pull alongside a late 
model car on 35 highway north of 


town, when the car suddenly sped 
away. However, it failed to make 
the turn at the Fenelon Hill and 
ran into a ditch, doing extensive 
damage. When the police arrived 

the car was deserted, and so 4 
thorough check was made of the 
woods and the surrounding area 
by the Lindsay police and the OPP. 

Bhortly after 3 a.m., the owner 
of the car was arrested on Kent 
St., by Chief Hunter as the man 
Was proseeding towards the hotel 
where he had been staying.

Two of the meters were recovered 
in the stolen car, and it was learned 
that the other two had been tossed 
out of the moving vehicle.

Dis- 
covery of the peat came as 
Somewhat of a surprise to 
Mr. Hargrave who says he 
had no idea it existed on the 
site when he acquired it for 
its timber potential. He says 
analysis of his product made 
by the Ontario Agriculture 
College, Guelph, shows it is 
to be of excellent quality. Mr. 
Hargrave says he hopes to 
expand his peat business in 
the near future.

Such antibiotics as penicillin, | 
sfreptomycin, polymyxin and baci- 
tracin are finding 
ae startlingly broad 
applications. By 
serving as effi- 
ciency experts, | 
for example, they 
may help raise | 
y our standard of 
a= W/m living. Experi-| 
ments show the 
antibiotics make silkworms produce 
silk more quickly, and speed up the 
honey output of bees. | 

Some antibiotics are proving suc- | 
cessful in reducing the mildew on 
surface coatings, and making shoes 
and purses wear longer. Others 
are useful in eliminating bacteria | 
that clog up machinery. 

In agriculture, antibiotics have 
been spectacularly successful in in- | 
creasing the production of food ani- | 
mals and crops. Poultry and hogs 
are being produced more cheaply, 
because animals raised on an anti- 
biotic-supplemented diet grow: fat- 
ter and healthier and are ready for 
market sooner. 

Agri-mycin field trials were re- 
cently conducted by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. The trials 
proved the.effectiveness of this anti- 
biotic combination in drastically 


cutting down on the bacterial dis- | 


eases tnat ravage whole crops. 
Current experiments raise hopes 


that the drugs also will help keep | 


food fresh longer. Terramycin, 
tested on fish, greatly reduced its 
“spoilage” rate.

of the former Kawartha Lumber 
Co., on Kent St. W. is Loblaw Gro- 
ceterias Ltd. has been received by 
“The Post’, 

As the result of extensive in- 
vestigation. this paper received 
the report and was shown unques- 
tionable evidence that the sale was 
consummated yery recently. 

It has not been confirmed, how- 
ever, what Loblaws plan on doing 
with their newly-acquireg property, 
adjacent to their present groce- 
teria, but reliable sources say it 
will be used for the construction 
of g new “shopping plaza” similar 
to those that are becoming popu- 
lar in the metro areas. 

The purchase is reported to in- 
clude the large area to the rear of 
the present building, which obser- 
ver's say could be developed into 
a series of attractive stores, giving 
Lindsay a new shopping area. 

In larger municipalities, “Plazas” 
have been built in growing sections 
of the community, and include, 
besides the large supermarket, 
| such stores as, drug stores, shoe 
stores, banks, women’s and child- 
ren’s wear, and many other items 
that are not usually found in the 
larger store. 

The date of the commencement 
of construction has not been an- 
nounced as yet, but it is believed 
that work will begin shortly, as 
the present building has already 
been cleared of equipment and 
other supplies. 

Although the sale of the build- 
ing has been a source of puzzle- 
ment for some time, “The Post” 
hag learned from high sources, 
that it has been sold to Loblaws, 
ang as far as can be ascertained,

Time Alone 
Will Tell 
Several y ago when| 


the Pigeon Lake Causeway | 
was first mooted “The Post’ | 
observed that building such 
a causeway would have the 
effect of re-routing a large 
number of tourists who 
would normally travel via 
Lindsay. A cautiously word- 
ed news story in “The ‘Pet- 
erborough Examiner” when 
it became known that the 
causeway was given full ap- 
proval by both Victoria and 
Peterborough County Coun- 
cils, indicated that there was 
a measure of rejoicing in Pet- 
erborough business quarters 
over the scheme’s adoption. 

There are a good many 
people in this district. par- 


ticularly those in business, 
who have never been con- 
vinced that the causeway 


was either necessary or in 
the best interests of Lindsay 
and environs. Whether or not 
the constructon of the cause- 
way will seriously affect} 
tourist trade in the Lindsay 
area is something which can 
only be revealed by time it- 
self. In the meantime our 
guess is that it will re-route a 
not insignificant amount of 
traific because there are 
many points along “the| 
front” which might normally 
advise routes to Bobcaygeon 
and district via Lindsay but 
which, when the causeway is 
completed, may see fit to ad- 
vocate travelling by way of 
Peterborough. 

So much for the strictly 
fish point of view. 

Ignoring the commercial 
aspect-of the project, who 
will deny that it would he 
unfair to impose extra miles | 
of travel on, tourists wishing | 
to reach Bobcaygeon and 
points in the vicinity when a 
shorter, more convenient} 
route can be arranged? Then | 
again, if Lindsay is on its} 
toes, why shouldn’t it be pos- 
sible to do something to in- 
fluence traffic returning | 
from the Bobcaygeon area to | 
make-a point of visiting our} 
town? Perhaps if we regard |

Words Of Praise 
For County Roads 

Following an editorial this | 
week in which criticism was 
voiced of provincial roads in 
this area and of the lack of | 
large scale county improve-| 
ments, we have made contact | 
with two people who shed 
some light on the county sit- 
uation. 

Reeve Perdue of: Emily 
Township says one of the 
reasons why the county has 
been curtailed somewhat in 
its road program this year is} 
the scarcity of money 
brought about by unexpect- 
edly heavy demands. The 
past winter was extremely 
hard on roads in this district 
as we are all aware and Mr. 
Perdue says this has drain- 
ed off county road funds at a} 
terrific rate thus making it 
impossible to carry out some 
of the work they had hoped 
to. 

The county engineer.... 
Mr. H. D. Wilford was 
complimented on his man- 
agement of gravel roads in 
the county by a district resi- 
dent who has occasion to 
travel up and down the coun- 
ty frequently in his capacity 


as school inspector. He a- 
greed that there was room 
for improvement in the 


county's hard-top roads but 
was anxious that due credit 
be given in the case of gravel 
roads. 

It can be seen from Reeve 
Perdue’s statement that there 
are often problems which do 
not appear on the surface but 
which, when known, account 
for seeming inadequacies. 
However, it is difficult to en- 
vision a shortage of cash as 
being the reason for the con- 
tinuing deplorable condition 
of some provincial roads in 
this area.

HAY 


The clatter in the meadows 
and the fragrance on the 
quiet air of afternoon mean 
only one thing now — hay. 
The grass and clover are 
knee-high or better, and the 
farmer is laying in his store 
of winter feed. The mowers, 
the tedders and the rakes are 
busy, the trucks are rolling 
toward the barns and silos 
with their loads of chopped 
hay or long hay; and here 
and there the balers are al 
work. But most of the first 
hay crop goes into the silo. 
It’s the later cutting that 
goes into the bale, usually. 

Rain, of course, is the bane 
of any haymaker. Wet hay 
is no hay at all. ,Leave it 
lying wet for a few days and 
it’s all but too late. The rain 
should come earlier, in May, 
to push the grass along. It 
didn’t come earlier in many 
parts of this area this year, 


cover, the showers come, and 
the haying problem is two- 
fold. 

But where there is hay | 
there is always haying, in 
any year. There's the clatter 
of the mower, the steady fall 
of the swath, the rising 
sweetness of grass turning to 
hay in the sun. And there’s | 
work, sweaty labor and long 
hours. Maybe not as muscle- 
taxing as it once was, when 
every load of hay had to be 
pitched by hand, not only 
from the field onto the rack, 
but off the rack into the mow, 
or onto the stack. But labor 
still, from dew-rise till deep 
dark. Haying -time is, and 
always will be, the time when 
a farmer wonders if he’ll ever 
be completely rested again. 

Then it’s over, and the hay 
is all in, until the next cut- 
ting. And after that comes 
corn cultivating. And oat) 
harvest. And then more hay, 
if the farmer is lucky.

Father Knows Best 

Premier Frost and his Con- 
seryatives had an easy time 
of it in this month’s general 
election in Ontario, and once | 
again they will have an over- 
whelming majority in the 
Legislature. Voters refused to 
get excited by the Opposi- 
tion's dark tales of scandal 
and bad administration; in- 
deed, they were so little con- 
cerned about the handling of | 
the province’s affairs that 
nearly four in every ten of 
them did not even bother to 
go to the polls. 

The pattern of the election 
in Ontario was strangely 
similar to that of 1953's 
Federal election: the com- 
fortable, confident party in} 
power, the frantic opposition, 
the complacent, bored elect- 
orate, the failure of any} 
group to expound a politica! 
philosophy, and, above all, 
the influence of the Father | 
Image. It is this image that | 
has contributed as much to 
the success of the Conserva- | 
tives in Ontario as to that of } 
the Liberals in the national 
field. 

The power of the Image is | 
tremendous; it affects oppon- 
jents as much as supporters. 
| Mr. St. Laurent was rarely 
blamed for the shortcomings 
of his colleagues during the 
Federal election two years 
ago, and Mr. Frost has been 
treated in the same kindly | 
fashion. Spokesmen for the 
Opposition probably realized 
| that they would make more 
enemies than friends if they | 
attempted to smear the Im- 
age. 

Parties in opposition would 
|do well to study this devel- 
| opment in Canadian politics. 
|The traditional boundaries 
| between the major parties in 
this country have, for all 
practical purposes, . disap- 
peared. How is the apathetic 
voter to distinguish between 
Liberal, Conservative, and, 
in many cases, Social Credit 
or CCK? He lets his emo- 
tions make his decision, and 
he has a picture in his mind, 
of the wise, kindly Father 
who can be trusted to look 
after the affairs of the family. 
The Father is not necessarily 
a fine figure of a man, full of 
fire and wit. Indeed, it is bet- 
ter that he be more duil than 
fiery, more platitudinous 
than witty — he will seem 
more trustworthy. The party | 
whose leader does not fit the 
Image cannot hope for more 
than vagrant success. Papa 1s 
now much more important 
than platforms.

“Where does justice begin and 
end?” asked Mr, E. G, Hedge on 
Thursday, commenting n the by- 
law in Lindsay which restricts the 
hours of the sale of gasoline, 

Mr. Hedge macie some statemenis 
which he feels will cast some 
light on the matter that 1s rapidly 
developing into a burning Issue 


with many operators of garages and 
citizens as well. 

Following his technical conviction 
in Court on Wednesday on a charge 
of selling gasoline in violation of 
the by-law which stated that 
must be closed at the time in ques- 
tion, Mr. Hedge accused some of 
the garages in Lindsay o! 
“putting the thumbscrews” on the 
small operator, by threats of sucn 
things as cutting gas prices, 

He stated that when the by-law 
was first introduced in 1948, the 
situation in Lindsay was altogether 
different from what it is now. He 
stated that the methods of merch- 
andising were different, and that 
at the time the competition from 
the 13 garages on the fringe 
Lindsay was not present, 

Mr. Hedge says he feels that most 
of the 22 garage operators in Lind- 
say Want the closing hour by-law to 
be “thrown out” but that they can 
do nothing because of threats that 
have come from the bigger garages 

“Most people do not know it, 
said Mr. Hedge, “but the destiny of 
every car owner and small garage 
operator controlled by a very 
small minority in Lindsa 

He told “The Post” that when a 
etition circulated recently 
have the matter aired before Town 
Council, there were only seven siz- 
matures received, although eight 
Were necessary. He said that some 
of the smaller operators, “who feel 
that they should have the right to 
sell gasoline at any time, due to the 
severe competition, were told by one 
of the larger garages, who want the 
restricted hours of business, thay 
they would start a gas war, and cut 
the smaller fellow right out of bust- 
ness.”

This suggestion came about fol- 
lowing a request from Mariposa! 
Township asking that the system 
have its proper levels restored, as 
it was felt that the low waier levels 
| have been responsible for the death 
of many muskrat and fish during 
the winter months. 

They cited that many 
had built their houses aung the 
waterline when the level was high, 
and when it had dropped for the 
winter, a large number of the an- 
imals hed frozen to death. The same 
situation was said to have occurred 
when the young fish settled for the 
winter in holes in the bank ‘ust 
below the surface, and were left out 
of water when the level dropped. |

Throughout their 425-year history, religious persecution has 
dogged the footsteps of the Hutterian Brethren; at one time or 
another they have been forced to flee from Moravia, Hungary, 
Turkey and Russia in their search for sanctuary in which to 
carry on the peaceful teachings of their Swiss founder, Jacob 
Huter. 


Today, with this behind them, Hutterite colonies are flourishing 
throughout Manitoba, Alberta and the northwestern states of 
the U.S. 


Typical of the Hutterite colonies established in the New World 
is the one near Headingly, Manitoba. Its members practice the 
old apostolic order of “all things in common”; no individual is 
allowed to own private property and the profits from the ex- 
tensive community farm are shared equally by Headingly’s 150 
members. 


Each male member is elected to a specific life-time job, counsel- 
ed by two ministers and a steward. Though radios and movies {acum 
are frowned upon, male members of the colony employ up-to- 
date power machinery on the colony's 4,000 acres. 


Because of a limit of 150 people per settlement, families are 
constantly outgrowing their colonies. When this happens, 
neighbouring Hutterices from as far away as South Dakora, pitch 
in co help found a new daughter colony, like the one now 
growing near Orterbourne, Manitoba, When it is completed 
75 men and women from the Headingly mother colony will 
move in to continue and preserve the puritan way of life of 
the Hutterian Brethren. 


Each member of a Hutterite colony is elected to a specific life 
ume job. Colony’s farm holdings are extensive: Headingly grou 

has over 130 head of cartle, 1500 pigs, 5,000 chickens. Here 3 
group of Hurcerite women are working in colony’s garden.
